The very Interesting report for the yeai

1878 by the Massachusetts Burean oí Labor
Statistics does much credit to Mr. Carroll J>,
Wright, Chief of the Bureau, and embraces a

mase of Information wbicb will prove ot

especia] value in future discussions regarding
the purchasing power of the currency. Mr.
Wright has examined, evidently with great
care, ami with all tiie futilities at the com¬
mand of hi« office, the comparative rate ot
wagea in all branches of industry during
the years I860, 1872 ami 1^7-«, and the
average retail pries of anieles entering
into consumption tor the same years. His
tallies embrace returns by- towns and by dif¬
ferent branches of industry, ami an interest¬
ing and valuable, not only in their aggregate
results, but tor the mteful information which
they give regarding the comparative condi¬
tion of workers in different occupations, it
should be said generally tli.it the work ap¬
pears to have been very imparti,illy ami Intel¬
ligently time, and there is BO trace ot a dis¬
position to twitt the statistics |> the Support
ol any theorj whatever. The general results
have already been published.
Mr. Wright believes that while retail prieei

¦re still somewhat higher than they were be¬
fóte the war, wages are relatively highei yet,
so tii.it the porchaaing power of the average
wagesof 1^7^, measured bv pnces of articles
ordinarily entering into consumption, is about
10 per cent greater than the porchaaing
powei of the wages sctuaHy rect i ved m i860,
nicHsured by the price of the same article*at
that lime.
